thors af our general Debaucheries,: by their 
encouraging the Crimes of the meaner 
Sort in their Example, 50 really and boneftly, 
Ctho’ perhaps you wif think it a little too 
‘plainly fpeakiog) ic is not fo much: the 
vicious Toclination of the Poets that com- 
pofe; or the A@ors that reprefent a Comedy, 
which feads them to the abborr’d Scenes 
Lewdnefs, to the prophane Ribaldry, the 
lewd'Jefts, and’ the long Roll of their ban- 
tering Religion, expofing naked Vertue, 
and debauching by titefe Seen that very 
Language they pretend to. refine ————— 
-As it is the abfolute Neceflity they are in 
to do thus, or be undone-—— The vicious
